» The 2021 Spring Chinook forecast for the Wind River is about half of the recent 5-year
average return of 2,900.

» The 2021 Spring Chinook forecast for the Little White Salmon River is similar to last
year’s actual return of 3,800.

» The 2021 Spring Chinook forecast for the Klickitat River is similar to last year’s actual
return of 1,500.

» Ocean conditions between 2015 and 2019 were among the worst observed during the
last 20 years and have likely had a strong influence on the Spring Chinook cohorts that
will return to these tributaries in 2021.
